Paul Samuelson Given 
Nobel Economics Prize 


STOCKHOLM (AP) — Paul A. 


Samuelson of Massachusetts In- 
stitute, of Technology 
was 


awarded the 1970 Nobel Prize 'in 
economics today. The prize 
committee said he "has done 
more than any other contempo- 
rary economist to raise the level 
of scientific analysis in econom- 
ic theory." 


Called by a newsman at his 


home in a Boston suburb, Sa- 
muelson said he had "no" idea 
I'd be winning." He said he 
would go to his office as usual 
today—"my wife won't let me 
stay home, not with the phones 
ringing like this." 


The prize committee reported- 


ly chose Samuelson from about 
50 nominees, including Prof. 
Milton Friedman, an adviser to 
President Nixon, and Prof. Va- 
sily Kantorovich, the Soviet eco- 
nomic mathematician. 


The 55-year-old professor was 


honored for the "scientific work 
through which he has developed 
static and dynamic economic 
theory and actively contributed 
to raising the level of analysis 
in economic science," the Royal 
Swedish Academy of Sciences 
said in its citation. 


It was the fourth of the six 


1970 awards from the fortune 
left by Alfred Nobel, the Swed- 
ish inventor of dynamite. The 
awards, worth $80,000 each, 
have also gone this year to 
American agronomist Norman 
Ernest Borlaug for his contribu- 
tion to the cause of peace; Alex- 
ander Solzhenitsyn, the Russian 
novelist, for literature; 
and 


biochemist Julius Axelrod, Brit- 
ish biophysicist Sir Bernard 
Katz and Swedish physiologist 
Ulf von Euler—for medicine- 
physiology-. 


Still to be announced are the 


prizes for physics and chemis- 
try-The economics prize was set 
up two years ago by the Swed- 
ish Central Bank in connection 
with its 300ft anniversary. 


The Swedish Academy said 


Samuelson's "extensive produc- 
tion, covering nearly all areas 
of economic theory, is charac- 
terized by an outstanding ability 


to derive important new theo- 
rems, and to find new applica- 
tions for existing ones." 


His best known work is 
'Foundations 
of 
Economic 


Analysis," a standard textbook 
on central economic theory. 


The prize committee said that 


in his books .-and articles, Sa- 
muelson "has rewritten con- 
siderable parts of central eco- 
nomic theory, and has in sever- 
al areas achieved results which 
now rank among the classical

A native of Gary, Ind., Dr. Sa- 


muelson went to MIT in 1940 
and was named institute profes- 
sor in 1966. He has been a con- 
sultant to the Federal Reserve 
Board since 1967 and has served 
in many other government advi- 
sory positions. 


The author of several widely 


used college textbooks and 
coauthor of numerous other 
works in the field of economics, 
he is past president of the Inter- 
national Economics Association 
and the American Economics 
Association. 


Samuelson received B.A. and 


LL.D. degrees from the Univer- 


versity. 


He is married to the former 


Marion Crawford. They have six 
children and live in Belmont, 
Mass. 


Samuelson writes a column, 


as does Friedman, in the maga- 
zine Newsweek on economic af- 
fairs and related matters. 


Samuelson, who has advised 


past administrations in Wash- 
ington, was critical last summer 
of President Nixon's policy on 
inflation.

Opening a General Assembly 


debate on the Middle East, 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Mah- 
moud Riad placed much of the 
blame upon the Unued States 
for what he cabled Israel's ex- 
pansionist policies. 


He insisted that the Cairo gov- 


ernment was ready to resume 
peace talks through U.N. spe- 
cial envoy Gunnar V. Jarring, 
but that Israel was resorting to 
deception to prevent the talks. 


"In fact," he said, "from the 


very moment Israel announced 
its acceptance of the American 
initiative (to reactivate the Jar- 
ring effort), it set out to sup- 
press it. No one single substan- 
tive contact with Ambassador 
Jarring was undertaken by Is- 
rael. 


"To justify its position, Israel 


resorted to lies by alleging that 
the United Arab Repuolic had 
violated the cease-fire arrange- 
ments." 


Riad asserted that the Soviet- 


built missiles in the Suez area 
were purely defensive and that 
Israel is demanding "that we 
surrender our right to protect 
ourselves against its air raids, 
and thus facilitate its mission of 
organized killing by its bomb- 
ers." 
"Riad said it was regrettable 
that the United States has 
"played a principal role in ena- 
bling Israel to continue to carry 
out its agressive and expanion- 
ist policy." 


"The United States," he de- 


clared, "continues to provide Is- 
rael with Phantom and Sky- 
lawk bombers and other weap- 
ons, as well as massive econom- 
ic aid, while Israel continues to 
occupy the territories of three 
states, members of tha United 
Nations, while Israel continues 
to wage its aggression against 


She peoples of these states, and 
defies United Nations resolu- 
tions." 


Riad added: 
"Only two days ago, the Unit- 


ed States announced that it was 
providing Israel with 180 of its 
most advanced tanks, as part of 
$450-million credit facilities for 
arms purchases. 


"This represents a further es- 


calation of the United States' as- 
sistance to Israel, the aggres- 
sor. This announcement came 
after Israel's withdrawal from 
contacts with Ambassador Jar- 
ring and on the eve of the con- 
sideration, by the General As- 
sembly, of the situation in the 
Middle East.

have had been constructed in- 
side the 30-mile zone just west 
of the canal in violation of the 
cease-fire ban on improvement 
of military positions in this 
zone.

The initials of 2 ballot clerks must appear on the 
ballot. Upon receiving the ballot, the elector shall retire alone to a voting booth and mark 
his ballot. A ballot clerk may inform the elector of the proper manner for marking a ballot, 
but he shall not in any manner advise or indicate for whom to vote. 


If an elector wishes to vote for all candidates nominated by any party, he shall make a 


cross or other mark in the circle under the party designation printed at the top of the ballot. 
Unless a name has been erased or crossed out, another name written in, a mark placed to 
the right of a candidate for the same office >n another column or a sticker applied, a mark 
in the circle at the top of the column is a vote for all the parry's candidates listed in the 


column. If an elector does not wish to vote for all the candidates nominated by one party, 
he shall make a cross or mark in the square at the right of each candidate's name for whom 
he intends to vote, or by inserting or writing in the name of a candidate. 


The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the elector spoils a ballot, he 


shall return it to an election official who shall issue another in its place, but not more than 
3 ballots shell be issued to any one elector. Not more than 5 minutes' time shall be allowed 
to mark the ballot.

Q: My chimney sweats all 


the time, and I've tried every- 
thing to cure this. I have put 
on a new roof, put in a new 
steel chimney top. I put new 
plaster over the bricks. I 
varnished it, I tried aluminum 
paint over it, shellacked it and 
painted it five times and it 
still comes through like sweat. 
Is the brick diseased? I can't 
paint my room until this is 
taken care. — Glouster, Ohio. 


A: Somebody certainly talk- 


ed you into a wild collection 
of things to try. But the 
difficulty is based on a very 
simple fact: The mass of 
chimney brick is always cool- 


er than the house air, espe- 
cially in the warm, damp 
months. The plaster put over 
it assumes the bricks' tem- 
perature. When warm, damp 
air contacts a cooler surface, 
it condenses and forms that 
sweaty condition. (The same 
principle makes windows frost 
up in cold weather and bath- 
room mirrors steam alter a 
hot shower.) 


The solution is simply to 


insulate the chimney brick 
from the house air. You do 
this by building a false wall, 
on furring strips, an inch 
away f r o m the chimney, 
which provides an insulating 
cushion of dead air. Over 


these furring strips you put 
paneling or dry wall, which 
can be papered or painted. 
The s w e a t i n g will stop 
promptly. 


Q: Is there any foolproof 


way to keep candles from 
bending or curling when the 
weather is warm? Storing 
them flat isn't always suc- 
cessful.—Worcester. 


A: Do the flat storage in the 


refrigerator and they'll stay 
as is. Furthermore, this dull- 
ing will make them burn 
about twice as long. Many 
hostesses put candles in the 
refrigerator a day or two 
before a party.

Is Pollution Oversimplified?

Many well-meaning c o n- 


sumers have jumped on the 
ecology bandwagon. T h e i r 
concern about products that 
contribute to pollution of our 
environment is genuine and 
their zeal in trying to prevent 
further pollution is admirable. 


Occasionally, however, the 


solutions they suggest are 
simplistic and cannot be car- 
ried out. At other times the 
solutions themselves c o u l d 
create a fresh batch of prob- 
lems. There are no easy 
answers and c o n s u m e r s 
should be aware of all the 
factors involved before mak- 
ing specific recommendations. 


For instance, one consumer 


group is urging women to buy 
meat 'in paperboard trays in 
the supermarket, since paper- 
board is more easily de- 
stroyed than plastic. That is 
impossible in New York City 
where another consumer group 
persuaded the city to pass a 
law that all fresh meat must 
be packaged in clear plastic- 
trays so that both sides can 
be seen. Only an upstate lobby 
by the pulp manufacturers 
has so far prevented this from 
becoming a New York state 
law. 


Since glass can be recycled 


many times, its use is being 
urged by some advocates in 
preference to metal cans. 
Let's suppose that all fruits 
and vegetables are packed in 
glass instead of the traditional 
cans. What happens? The 
extra cost for retooling, 
breakage, and for the adchd 
shipping weight (glass jars 
are heavier) will be passed on 
to the consumer. In this case 
it would be the consumer who 
can least afford it — the low- 
income p e r s o n who buys 
canned fruits and vegetables 
in preference to the more 
expensive fresh 
or 
frozen 


variety.

Many crusaders believe that 


if you use a detergent with a 
lower percentage of phos- 
phates, or, better still, if you 
give up synthetic detergents 
entirely, the problem of water 
pollution will be solved. (You 
undoubtedly know that phos- 
phates are blamed as a prime 
cause of eutrophication in our 
water systems.) 


Women are being urged to 


use soap and washing soda 
(as a water softener) in doing 
their laundry, yet modern, 
automatic washers are pro- 
grammed, in wash and rinse 
cycles, for synthetic deter- 
gents. 


Consumers may blame the 


appliances when they find that 
soap and washing soda leaves 
curds in their clothes. Fur- 
thermore, at least one manu- 
facturer, Speed Queen, in its 
use-and-care manual warns 
against using washing soda in 
its machines because it may 
damage certain metal parts 
which are not stainless steel. 


The amount of detergent 


recommended by appliance 
makers must also be consid- 
ered. For instance, in its 
Laundry G u i d e , Whirlpool 
suggests specific amounts of 
various name brand deter- 
gents, depending on the hard- 
ness of the water. 


Only about 50 per cent of 


the p h o s p h a t e s passing 
through s e w a g e treatment 
plants come from detergents; 
the rest come from other 
kinds of wastes. Better sew- 
age disposal facilities would 
remove all these phosphates, 
and concerned citizens should 
work for p u b l i c support 
t h r o u g h taxes of more 
adequate waste treatment 
plants and abandonment of 
individual septic tanks in fa- 
vor of 
community waste 


treatment facilities. 


Since homemakers measure 


detergents by volume rather 
than weight, and since differ- 
ent amounts of detergent may 
be used per load, choosing a 
detergent simply on the basis 


of the per cent of phosphate 
does not necessarily lead to 
the smallest contribution to 
pollution. In fact, when total 
phosphate added to the waste 
water is considered, "it prob- 
ably does not make very 
much real difference which., 
heavy-duty detergent is used." 


For washing soda to be an 


effective water softener, the 
precipitate which forms must 
be removed by filtration or'by 
some other method, and this 
is not usually done when the 
water is softened at home. 
When soap is added to the 
wash water for cleaning, the 
equilibrium of calcium ions is 
upset, and they react to form 
soap curd. "Then the problem 
is the same as it was before 
the water was softened with 
washing soda." 


Soap is a very good cleaning 


agent when used in 
soft 


water, but if everyone switch- 
ed from using detergents to 
using soap, there would not be 
enough animal fat to make 
enough soap to meet the 
demand. 


In hard water areas con- 


sumers who use soap are 
likely to soften the water. The 
effective packaged water soft- 
eners are based on phos- 
phates, so you don't solve the 
pollution problem by switch- 
ing from detergents which 
contain phosphates to soap 
and then adding phosphates to 
water softeners. 


The same arguments can be 


made for phosphates in dish- 
washer detergents as in laun- 
dry detergents, and as yet no 
satisfactory s u b s t i t u t e is 
available in large amounts or 
has been tested over a sub- 
stantial period of time. The 
alternative is to remove the 
phosphates from the waste 
water. 


"We should be using our 


energies in that direction ra- 
ther than being so concerned 
with the per cent of phosphate 
in the different brands of 
detergents."

volves not another minority, 
but a majority of Americans 
— 51 per cent." 


Changes Coming 


"When women revolt, all of 


us will change," she added. 
"This rebellion will be in- 
escapable because it reaches 
into every institution of our 
society and affects our most 
personal relationships. It has 
been possible — unfortunately 
— for most of society to 
ignore the blacks and the 
hippies, b u t mothers and 
wives and daughters 
and 


teachers and secretaries and 
girl Mends wffl be hard to ig- 
nore." 


"They will be hard for men 


to ignore, and the rest of us 
will have to stop saying they* 
and say 'we,' " she went on. 


Miss Henkle talked briefly 


about the extremists in the 


Women's Lib movement when 
she asked, "Hadn't we better 
try to know something about 
it (Women's Lib) to see 
whether this is not a move- 
ment hi which we can take 
part, and a means of moving 
f o r w a r d the aims and 
objectives that the Federation 
of BPW Clubs has been work- 
ing for for 50 years?" 


She added, "Maybe these 


'kooky* dames have lighted 
some fires at which we can 
warm ourselves." 


Miss Henkle then traced the 


history of the long women's 
fight for suffrage when wom- 
en were jailed; she talked 
of Carry Nation, a holy terror 
who was made fun of, but also 
pointed out that this "national 
nuisance," was the forerunner 
of ~ihe WCTU and prohibition. 
"So you see, making hay with 
unlikely materials isn't any- 
thing new." 


In speaking about the vari- 


ous revolutions going on in 
our society right now, Miss 
Henkle quoted a writer who 
said, "We are getting around 
to women last because dis-

crimination against them has 
been so thoroughly a part of 
our way of life." 


"S it has been," Miss Hen- 


kle said, "and accepted by 
women themselves presum- 
ably since time began. Pious 
and well-meaning people are 
quick to quote the Bible to 
prove that the subservience of 
women is God-given, and to 
perpetuate what someone has 
called 'the myth of mother- 
hood' — the notion thai the 
only complete woman is the 
devoted wife and mother." 


Biology — Baloney 


"We are told," she said, 


"that because women have 
the child-bearing equipment, 
it is obvious that they are 
biologically predestined 
for 


this fate. Dr. Jessie Bernard, 
a distinguished sociologist and 
author, says "baloney,' "if it 
were biology, people would die 
from not doing it." 


Miss Henkle added, "To 


choose not to use the equip- 
ment one has is no more 
blocking what is instinctive 
than it is for a man with 
outstanding muscles to choose 
not be a weightlifter." 


"Originally it was the word 


of God that got the ball 
rolling," she said, "with 'Be 
fruitful and multiply,' a prac- 
tical suggestion since the only 
people around then were 
Adam and Eve." 


Miss Henkle admitted she 


has "a little trouble swallow- 
ing" the idea of free abor- 
tions. But she asked the 
women to remember 
that 


"people with enough money 
have always been able to find 
ways of terminating a preg- 
nancy." 


"And 
who suffers most?" 


she asked. 'The Mds who 
have been so mindlessly — 
and in many cases unwanted- 
ly — brought into the world, 
that's who. . .they are the 
ones who have to cope with 
the feeling of being mmeeded 
by society. That's not the only 
reason for drugs, but surely 
it's one of .the leading con- 
tenders." 


Meaningful Motherhood 
The speaker added, "It is a 


contention of the Women's 
Liberation movement — and 
to me it seems a valid one —. 
that when motherhood is no 
long culturally compulsory, 
there will certainly be less of 
it, but it ought also to prove 
more meaningful." 


Talking of young people 


today Miss Henkle referred to 


her position at the university 
and said, "I'm afraid I'm too 
close to them to buy the idea 
that everything they say is 
worthwhile," but she added 
"occasionally they have some- 
thing to say we had better 
listen to." 


"In this youthful arena, I 


was interested just last week 
to note that in a list of 
possible speakers that had 
been suggested for the Stu- 
dent Association Symposium 
there were only eight woman 
out of about 160 names." 


These eight were Coretta 


King; Margaret Mead; Jane 
Jacobs, who is one of today's 
outstanding writers about the 
cities; Susan Sontag, a lit- 
erary critic, novelist and 
movie director; Gloria 
Steinem, a free-lance writer, 
contributor to the New York 
Magazine and active in Wom- 
en's Lib; Hannah Arendt, a 
philosopher whose latest book 
is on violence; Jessica Mit- 
ford, remembered 
for her 


attack on the funeral director 
profession and Helen Knowlis, 
who even Miss Henkle did not 
know of. 


She pointed out there was 


not a business or professional 
woman, as generally regard- 
ed, in the lot, and added, "we 
have apparently failed to pro- 
duce results that persuade the 
young that we have something 
to say to them." 


Old Days Gone 


Miss Henkle concluded by 


urging the women to concen- 
trate then- efforts, in unity, on 
those changes with which 
each is comfortable, because 
she said "changes tiiere are 
going to be, for the world is 
never again going to be what 
we fondly remember as 'the 
good old days.'" 


With hope for the future she 


said "I don't think the world 
is going to degenerate into a 
crude, mannerless, v i o 1 e nt 
jungle, unless we let it. I 
think chivalry will still exist 
for those who need it, or 
deserve respect — old people, 
admired people, people who 
need help. 


"Little niceties of behavior 


toward one another will be 
gestures of affection, not a 
matter of tradition. 


Regarding this attitude on 


niceities, Miss Henkle quoted 
the Women's lib worker who 
said, "I like to be helped on 
with my coat, but not if it 
costs me $2,000 a year in 
salary."

but in-school he's treated as a 
thinking individual with initia- 
tive and ability as well as 
handicaps.

' Perhap^ Ibat shouldn't be 
surprising, "but for years the 
Eddies of the world sat quiet- 
ly in the classroom, listening 
as the teachers talked at 
them. 


And for years they would 


tune out and turn off what 
was said. 


Things are beginning to look 


up, tisough, because educators 
are beginning to develop pro- 
grams which clearly show 
that learning can be fun. 


All over the country new 


programs to stimulate the 
child's thinking, help him de- 
velop his skills and talents to 
the fullest and aid him in 
overcoming his problems are 
being implemented. 


In many cases such pro- 


grams are still dreams, but 
Eddie is one of the lucky 
ones: He's enrolled in a pro- 


gram called "Individually 
Guided Education" at Apple- 
ton's Franklin School. 


It means exactly that. 
Achieve Maximum Potential 
It means that the children 


, are getting attention and help 
so ,that each one can achieve 
his* maximum potential. 


And it means that the role 


of the teacher is changing. He 
or she no longer stands in 
front of the room and lec- 
tures. 


In this program, a team of 


teachers — each with differ- 
ent "educational strengths and 
backgrounds — work together 
to help children discover 
knowledge for themselves. 


Each m'orning the team gets 


together for a planning ses- 
sion and outlines the schedule 
for the day. 


The plan is shared with the 


children so they know what is 
expected of them for the day. 


That doesn't mean that the 


time isn't structured. It only 
means there is freedom to 
move around within that time. 


Freedom — that's the word 


which best describes the con- 


cept. Here there's freedom to 
learn and freedom to discover 
and freedom to overcome 
weaknesses. 


For, like the adults, the 


children are stronger in some 
things than others and under 
the team-teaching system, 
they are able to get help from 
the teacher who is most 
qualified in that area. Weak- 
ness and strength are well 
matched. 


Some days there is unstruc- 


tured time when the children 
are allowed to make out their 
own schedule for one hour to 
clean up loose ends. 


Freedom to Use Time 


It is during this time that 


the goal of the program is 
most evident. For it is at this 
time that Eddie is allowed the 
freedom to decide how best to 
use his time. 


He makes out his schedule, 


has it approved by the teach- 
er and goes to work, following 
the time he himself has 
allotted for one activity. 


It could be working on his 


lessons, finishing up a half- 
done project, working with a 


group on a skit, reading ahead 
or .doing research 
in the 


library. 


An important part of such 


free time are the skill groups, 
made up volunteers who have 
a problem in a certain subject 
and get together to work on 
it. 


For Eddie, the problem has 


been division, and when the 
instructor announced t h a t 
anyone who has been having 
trouble with division can sign 
up for a .special 15-minute 
help session, Eddie includes 
that in his schedule. 


And when 9:30 a.m. rolls 


around, he and the others who 
have been having troubles 
with division join a teacher in 
the corner of the room to 
work on them. 


Few Waste Time 


"He doesn't have to be told 


that if he can't get past that 
problem he's going to be lost 
for the rest of the mathemat- 
ics class," explains Gary 
Lemery, one of the team's 
teachers. "But if he is hesi- 
tant, we usually suggest it." 


A quick look around the 


room shows that very few of 
the children are wasting time. 


"Sure, sonie of them will, 


but that's why we are within 
shouting distance," Lemery 
adds. 


Rather than telling them to 


get back to work, he asks 
whether the pupil has prob- 
lems and needs help. And 
sometimes the child does, and 
he gets that help. 


"We are trying to get them 


to think a little more inde- 
pendently. And we are trying 
to tell them that we trust 
them to use their time wisely. 
And through that, we are 
trying to show them that 
school doesn't have to be 
dull," Lemery says. 


He stops long enough to 


assist a boy with a science 
problem, then adds, "We want 
to guide them toward a better 
education, not pour it down 
their throats." 


Perhaps that's what the 


Eddies of the world have 
always wanted and needed. 


They haven't changed. But 


the role and concept of the 
teacher has.

Pumping, Treatment Facilities Almost Ready 


Winnebago Water to Flow Into Appleton 


Appleton's new water pump- 


ing and treatment facilities are 
in the shakedown stage, and the 
first Lake Winnebago water 
may be put through the system 
this week. 


Gary Stegeman, water utility 


general manager, said the new 
pipeline linking the treatment 
plant with the Lake Winnebago 
pumping station at Waverly 
Beach has been disinfected. 


The chlorinating process was 


completed last week, making 
the pipeline itself ready for use 
whenever other elements in the 
system are ready. 


At present, technicians are 


testing the control panels at the 
pumping station, which will be 
operated 
by remote control 


from the treatment plant in the 
city when the system is fully 
operating. 


Stegeman said that after the 


sanitizing of the pipeline, water 
is to be run from the lake to the 
first stages of the treatment 
system, and gradually allowed 
to progress further through the 
treatment process until the first 
treated lake water makes the 
full trip through the plant and 
into the distribution system. 


Eventually, the city will rely 


entirely on the lake as its 


source of drinking water. The 
old intake at the treatment 
plant on the Fox River will 
r e m a i n operative, Stegeman 
said, for emergency use. 


The pumping station will be 


able to deliver 31 million gallons 
of water per day to the treat- 
ment plant — well above the 
plant's newly expanded capaci- 
ty.Stegeman said there is room 
at the pumping station for two 
more p u m p s when 
future 


growth requires them. 


The $5 million project nearing 


completion is designed to double 
the treatment plan's capacity, 


which has been limited to about 
12 million gallons per day. 


Heavy summertime w a t e r 


consumption the past few years 
has made it necessary to curtail 
use of water for sprinkling 
lawns and gardens. That prac- 
tice should be unnecessary for 
many years to come, starting 
next summer. 


The project had been sched- 


uled for completion early this 
year, but strikes in the con- 
struction trades in the early 
stages of the job in 1969 and a 
midwest truckers' strike this 
spring contributed to a substan- 
tial delay.

This College Is Relevant 


One of the complaints among some 


college and university students is that 
the courses they are taking are not 
"relevant" to the world in which tney 
live. Some educators have pooh-poohed 
this attitude and appear to try to 
separate the purely academic from the 
social and political world. 


There are good arguments on both 


sides. But one college which has been 
"relevant" ever since its beginning 101 
years ago is Berea College in Kentucky. 


Berea serves almost entirely the 


poverty-stricken Appalachian country 
and people. Only 20 per cent of its 
students are permitted to come from 
other areas. No student pays tuition. The 
cost of a year's education, last year 
$2,400, comes from the college but the 
student in fact pays for much of it 
because he is required to work at least 
ten hours a week in a student labor 
program. This ranges all the way from a 
bus boy in the inn which the college owns 
and operates to a number of craft 
projects which run at a profit. 


The college has a student body of only 


1,400 and can be very selective in its 
choice of students because of the high 
number of applications. About 25 per 
cent of incoming freshmen are high 
school valedictorians and 85 per cent are 
in the upper quarter of their graduating 
classes. Sometimes, in rural Appalachia, 
this doesn't mean much and all students 
must take a series of tests to determine 
whether they need the non-credit 
remedial courses in various 
fields. 


Almost 50 per cent of graduates go on to 
graduate school. Before Kentucky 
passed a law in 1904 prohibiting in- 
tegrated schools, the ratio of black to 
white was about 50-50. Now that in- 


tegration is once more permitted about 
12 per cent of the students are black. 


The students tutor outside the college 


and also help college employees who 
often have not had a chance to learn to 
read and write. They work for county 
health agencies, they drive buses, they 
make furniture and candy. They have at 
least one telephone course connected 
with the University of V"sconsin. 
Perhaps most important of all about 45 
per cent of Berea graduates stay in 
Appalachia to offer hope to the im- 
poverished region. 


Nor is Berea merely a make-work 


sort of place. It ranks among the top 50 of 
377 institutions on the basis of male 
recipients of scholarships for graduate 
work and only three southern colleges so 
qualified. It was the only southern in- 
stitution to place in the top 20 on the 
basis of its science majors. 


There are some other interesting 


aspects among the students at Berea 
who apparently feel no compulsion to 
rebel, to burn buildings, to get drunk or 
smoke pot Despite the poverty of most 
of them they come from homes where 
there is a deep feeling of family, ac- 
cording to college authorities. And 
maybe the fact that they are doing 
something "relevant" has also paid off. 


Berea may be almost an anachron- 


ism in this decade of splits among the 
generations, arguments that every 
person shouldn't have the right to higher 
education, slurs at the young as unable 
or unwilling to discipline themselves. 
Perhaps it is that the students at Berea 
come 
from homes which are not 


hypocritical in their verbally expressed 
beliefs and their actions simply because 
they are too poor to be, may be part of 
the answer.

Babies for Sale in Thailand 


As author Pearl Buck, founder of the 


Pearl Buck Foundation to help foreign 
youngsters fathered by American 
servicemen abroad, has pointed out, 
there is a deep need in this area par- 
ticularly because the United States 
government accepts no responsibility 
for such children and they are often 
outcasts in their homelands. 


Now it appears that such babies are 


for sale in Thailand — and there is a 
growing traffic in such children. 


The children go at prices ranging 


from $75 to $500 with Western looking 
baby girls bringing the best prices. 
There is no law against such a practice 
in Thailand so the police do nothing 
about it. And perhaps it is just as well. At 
least the babies are being adopted on the 
whole by childless couples who can give 
them homes they never can find with 
their discarded mothers. 


It appears to be common practice in 


Thailand—and in Indo-China and Korea 
— for American servicemen to hire 
temporary "wives" at $100 a month. 
Occasionally such liaisons result in true 
marriage but regulations on such 
weddings are so involved that it doesn't 
happen often. United States officials 
naturally turn their backs upon such 
practices with the age-old argument that 


the serviceman need not practice ab- 
stention and anyway his private life is 
not the government's business. While 
France has always offered French 
citizenship to such children born of 
foreign mothers and French ser- 
vicemen, the United States shrugs it off 
as not a governmental responsibility. 


But as the Buck Foundation points 


out, the children do indeed suffer for the 
deeds of their parents. The mothers are 
often ostracized and so are the children. 
They 
may be abandoned by the 


desperate mothers. The Buck Foun- 
dation currently cares for 800 such 
children in Thailand alone. 


United States servicemen get all 


sorts of information about how to avoid 
venereal diseases But it appears that 
the American effort to make more birth 
control information available in various 
parts of the world should involve not only 
the serviceman but his temporary wife. 
About 80 per cent of the "wives-for-hire" 
have at least one child by an American 
serviceman in Thailand, according to a 
United Press survey. 


The buying of babies is repugnant to 


our society. But perhaps the fact that it 
exists in Asia is a lucky thing for a lot of 
babies whose fathers had no concern for 
them at all.

Paul Samuelson Given 


STOCKHOLM (AP) -"Paul A. 


Samuelson of Massachusetts In- 
stitute 
of 
Technology 
was 


awarded the 1970 Nobel Prize in 
economics today. The- prize 
committee said he "has done 
more than any other contempo- 
rary economist to raise the level 
of scientific analysis in econom- 
ic theory.1' 


Called by a newsman at his 


home in a Boston suburb, Sa- 
muelson said he had "no idea 
I'd be winning^' He said lie 
would go to his office as usual 
today—"my wife' won't let me 
stay home, not with the phones 
ringing like this." 


The prize committee reported- 


ly chose Samuelson from about 
50 nominees, including Prof. 
Milton Friedman, an adviser to 
President Nixon, and Prof. Va- 
sfly Kantorovich, the Soviet eco- 
nomic mathematician. 


The 55-year-old professor was 


honored for the "scientific work 
through which he has developed 
static and dynamic economic 
theory and actively contributed 
to raising the level of analysis 
in economic science," the Royal 
Swedish Academy of Sciences 
said in its citation.

Majority Vote Needed 


Under the statute, which the 


districts are now faced with 
because of Stockbridge having a 
portion of its district under 
appeal, votes cast by electors in 
the incorporated villages would 
be c o u n t e d separately, and 
those in the unincorporated 
areas counted separately. A 
majority vote of both areas 


would be necessary to approve 
the referendum.

"The fiscal failure of the pres- 


ent state administration is going 
to be inherited by the next gov- 
ernor. I have not tried to mis- 
lead the voters. I am prepared 
to face up to the problem direct- 
ly and honestly," Lucey said. 


"Olson's smokescreen of tax 


statements and budget promises 
is designed only to confuse the 
voters," the former lieutenant 
governor said. 


Olson feas campaigned on a 


zero-budgeting platform which 
he says can help cut down needs 
for tax increases. - 


"But during six years of Re- 


publican government, spending 
went up $926 million," Lucey's 
statement challenged. "If 'zero 
budgeting' is so useful, why 
hasn't the Knowles-Olson admin- 
istration used it?" 


Lucey expressed annoyance 


that Olson would accuse 
his 


"television advertising" of hav- 
ing favored 'higher business 
taxes which can drive business 
out of the state." 


Balanced Tax Program 


"Now Mr. Olson has told the 


MBadison Rotary Club that he 
favors a 'balanced tax program' 
which would include increases in 
corporate and personal income 
rates. Apparently Democratic 
taxes on corporations drive bus- 
iness out of the state but Re- 
publican taxes on corporations 
don't," Lucey said. 


Lucey's statement also includ- 


ed a reply to Olson's "televised 
commercial" which argues state 
spending would increase $550 
million in the next biennium un- 
der a Democratic administra- 
tion.

In N.Y. Senatorial Poll 


Democrat Ottinger Gets Liberal Nod, 


Buckley Choice of Conservative Element

WEST HARRISON, N.Y. — 


The devastating decline of Re- 
publican Sen. C h a r l e s E. 
Goodell is-starkly, almost unbe- 
lievably visible in the new 
political culture of lower middle- 
. income neighborhoods like this 
one. whpre both President N'VOP 
and liberal Republican Sen. 
Jacob K. Javits won handily in 
the 1968 election. 


The harsh political punish-

ment now being visited on 
Goodell by angry Republican 
voters we surveyed here this 
week is dramatized by this 
statistic: out of 35 Republicans 
who voted for Mr. Nixon in 1968, 
only one today plans to cast a 
ballot for Goodell.

part of an overall sample of 59 
voters in this small community 
just above New York City. With 
the professional help of pollster 
Oliver Quayle- and his field 
chief, Eleanor Seaman, we un- 
covered not only the full extent 
of Goodell's downfall but the 
precarious nature of Rep. Rich- 
ard Ottinger's uneasy lead in 
the zaniest — and perhaps most 
important — senate race in the 
country. 


Goodell Trails Badly 


L i b e r a l Democrat Ottinger 


gets 34 per cent of the senate 
vote in our sample, Conserva- 
tive party candidate 
James 


Buckley 57 per cent, and 
Goodell 9 per cent. Ottinger's 34 
per cent is almost exactly the 
vote cast here in 1968 for 
Hubert Humphrey, who comfor- 
tably carried New York state. 
Accordingly, if Ottinger can 
hold his 34 per cent of the vote 
in this strongly Republican ter- 
ritory, he too should carry New 
York state on Nov. 3 in what is 
becoming a two-man race be- 
tween him and Buckley. Run- 
ning as third man out, far, far 
behind, is Goodell. 


But one highly revealing "fact 


in our voter sample dramatical- 
ly shows how vulnerable Ottin- 
ger's present 34 per cent supporl 
here is. It is the fact thai

two-thirds 
of his West 


Harrison strength now comes 
from Republican voters who 
voted for Mr. Nixon in 1968 (the 


balance of his strength is 1968 
Humphrey voters). 


The root of this surprising 


Republican support for the lib- 
eral Ottinger is almost surely 
anti-Goodellism — in other 
words, r e g u l a r Republicans 
whom Goodell has turned off 
with his own espousal of liberal 
positions. These Republicans, in 
short, are now planning to vote 
'or Ottinger more out of spite 
or Goodell than out of love for 
5ttinger. They.' are, then, ripe 
:or plucking by the conservative 
Buckley, and therein is found 
Ottinger's Achilles heel. 


Buckley for Law, Order 


Just how ripe for plucking is 


clearly evident from the corre- 
ation in our voting sample 
between the "law and order" 
ssue and support for Buckley, 
whose campaign is almost whol- 
y pitched to that social issue, 
including pornography, bomb- 
ings, cop killings, and campus 
disorders. 


Thus, 61 per cent of our 


voters put "law and order" at 
the top of the list of issues they 
want their new senator to deal 
with. Two-thirds of these law- 
and order voters are now plan- 
ning to vote for law-and-order 
candidate Buckley. The remain- 
ing one-third goes to Ottinger, 
despite the fact that his identi- 
fication with the law-and-order 
issue is scarcely noticeable. 


Therefore, O t t i n g e r i s ex- 


tremely vulnerable to the loss, 
first, of 1968 Nixon voters who 
have already left Goodell and, 
second, to the voters who re- 
gard law and order as the No. 1 
issue. 


But if he tries too hard to

New Regulations, 
Guidelines to Go 
Into Effect Nov. 1 


MADISON — New regulations 


controlling the use of pesticides 
will become effective in Wiscon- 
sin beginning Nov., 1, according 
to an announcement by Gov. 
Warren Knowles Friday. 


Kowles sand the regulations 


and guidelines were established 
by the state pesticide review 
board and are among the first 
chemical pest controls adopted 
by any state. 


"Wisconsin has always been a 


leader in preserving environ- 
mental quality, and our citizens 
have come to expect our state 
to take a leading role in the 
fight to preserve our natural 
resources," Knowles 'declared. 
"On Nov. 1, Wisconsin will take 
the lead in controlling the use of 
pesticides with comprehensive 
rules that will regulate the use 
and sale of these substances." 


tinder the new rules estab- 


lished by the pesticide review 
board, Knowles reported that 
pesticides will be divided into 
two categories: prohibited use 
pesticides and restricted use 
|>esticides. In addition, Knowles 
explained that tighter controls 
' will be placed on the registra- 
'ftion, use, sale, storage, trans- 
portation, and disposal of all 
pesticides. All people selling 
pesticides will be properly 
registered. 


"Certainly, in an agricultural 


state such as ours, the produc- 
tion of food is our primary 
importance to our economy," 
the governor stated. "Since food 
production is so vital, it is 
essential that we adopt methds 
for the wise and discreet use of 
chemical pest controls so that 
we can continue the production 
of high quality food products 
while at the same times main- 
taining a healthy environment."
